MANITOBA AND AUTONOMY 

The remarkable interest which the 
Winnipeg Telegram feeis in the; ques- 
djon of autonomy for the Territrics 
is to some extent accounted for in an 
article taken recently from its col- 
umns. ‘The essential sentence is: 
“When the Territorial question is up 
is the time for the Manitoba question 
te be decided also.” {The ‘Manitoba 
question being the taking of the 
most easterly part of the Territories 
into ihe province. The innocence of 
ihe idea presented by the Telegram 
in another sentence is most charm- 
ing: “The Territories and Manitoba 
should unite in presenting their cases; 
for they will have wery much in com- 
mon and no serious differences need 
arise.’ The anxijeiy of the Telegram 
to use the Territorial demand for au- 
ignomy as a means of aggrandizing 
Manitoba at the expense of the Ter- 
ritories and baviag the Territorjes 
unite in the proposal, is really too 
ieuchingly,touchful for anything. One
